"I pledge allegiance to the 
United States of America," 
these familiar word* were never 
more solemnly or Bjneerely 
Spoken than by the 70 Japanese- 
Americans   Nisei    who at­ 
tended the Southern District 
Council of the Japanese American 
Citizens' League, held in the 
Legion hall at Torrance last 
Sunday. Delegates from as far 
away as San Diego and San 
Lui? Oblspo attended the meet­ 
ing, which was sponsored by the 
Gardena Valley unit of the na­ 
tional organization of American- 
born Japanese young men and 
women.

Addressing a group of Tor­ 
rance citizens who were Invited 

guests of the noon-day dinner, 
Ken Matsuoka, vice-president of 
the National league, stated that 
the organization now had 10,- 
000 members and It was the anil 
to enroll another 10,000 by next 
year.

'There Is no doubt regarding 
the loyalty to the United States 
of the vast majority of Jap­ 
anese-Americans," Matsuoka 
said, "but like all races of which 
this democracy Is made up, 
;here may be a few who are not. 
It Is the purpose of this organ­ 
ization to weed out these of un- 
American principles. We realize 
.hat we are 'on the spot' be­ 

cause of the international situa­ 
tion, but we ask that you judge 
us by the actions of the majority 
and not by the few 'bad apples 
h the barrel'." MaUuoka added.
